Preparing Sheaves & Grains 
for Exhibitions. 


(By P, Russel Cowan, Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa) 
‘The preparation of attractive ex- 
hibits of sheaves of grain is an un- 
dertaking which requires considerable 
judgment and skill. A few sugges- 
tions, gleaned from our experience in 
this work, may be helpful to the pros- 
pective exhibitor. 

The first essential, naturally, is the 
availability of strong, clean well dev- 
eloped, undamaged plants. Such 
plants can be obtained most easily, as 
a rule, from a special plot sown and 
treated in a manner conducive to the 
production of plants possessing the 
highest degree of excellence. In the 
absence of such plots the exhibitor has 
no recourse but to seek for the best 
plants he can find growing within his 
reguiar fields, 

It is seldom possible to construct 
first-class sheaves from plants already 
harvested with the binder, Rather 
must the harvesting be done by hand 
and with special care. 

For best results select, only straight, 
uniform plants which possess well de- 
veloped heads or panicles, and which 
are slightly immature and therefore 
less brittle. Cut the plants off close 
to the ground and spread them in lay- 
ers in the sun for a short time to

Life is full of instances of men and women who have developed their 
hobbies to « point where they became the real passion and business of thefr 
lives, resulting in important discoveries ahd inventions and bringing untold 
blessings to the world, as well us fame and often fortune to the-hobbyist. 

George Eastman, the Kodak {inventor and manufacturer, was a bank clerk 
and, preparing for a holiday trip, he decided to take pletures of places visit- 
ed to send home to his widowed mother. In those days, half a century ago. 
amateur photographers were few in number because the paraphanalia requir- 
ed was bulky and crude and the work of pleture taking, developing and print- 
ing difficult. Eastman thought it could be simplified and in his spare time 
in his mother’s kitchen made photography his hobby, The result is well 
known. 

Luther Burbank’s hobby was horticulture, and he amazed the world with 
his achievements in the developiment of new plants and flowers and in demon- 
strating how they could be improved in size and beauty. Jacek Miner, Thomp- 
son-Seton, and others have made the life and habits of birds their hobby, 
wiih the result that mankind has learned how much we owe to the feather 
ed folk, and how, without their help, destructive grubs, worms and insects 
would soon play havoe with gardens, orchards and our food supplies. © An- 
other man, Johnston by name, within the past twelve years has, as a hobby, 
frown all kinds of tropical and sub-tropieal trecs and plants with the result 
that he has proven that many things which the United Siates now imports 
from foreign lands to the extent of hundreds of millions of dollars can be 
talsed at home. 

Many a boy has a mechanical turn of mind which soon finds expression 
in some form of hobby and which, if rightly direeted, encouraged and devel- 
oped, may point to the occupation tu which he may find the greatest enjoy 
ment and success in life. 

But apart from hobbies of this character, it 1s well that the business and 
professional man and woman should have a hobby. Ii should be something 
distinetly Gifferent from that of their everyday oceupation, Thus the pro- 
fessional and office man will find health, recreation and downright pleasure in

In preparing threshed grain for ex- 
hibition purposes the main objective i 
to secure it sample composed of grain 
which is plump, sound, bright, uniform 
in size and shape and free from all 
impurities. Care should be exercised 
to avoid damaging the grain in any 
way when preparing it for exhibition. 
Excellent samples frequently are dis- 
qualified on account of damage done 
by over zealous exhibitors who “clip” 
their grain in order to make it appear 
plumper. This appliese particularly to 
oats and barley.

In the south-eastern section there 
will be some very light crop, inter- 
spersed with some good fields. 

In the south-western, central and 
northern sections, with the exception 
of the territory above referred to, the 
situation generally is satisfactory, 
though more rain would be welcome 
to relieve the present hot spell. Along 
the eastern border of the province 
from Lloydminster to Youngstown the 
crops are very good, though somewhat 
spotty. In the district from “Leduc 
south Calgury, there have been 
heavy rains in the past week and a 
heavy crop is anticipated in this ter- 
ritory, 

Over a large section of the proy- 
ince oats and barley are likely to be 
somewhat short this year. The late 
sown grains have not done so well, 
having suffered from the hot dry 
weather, 

The bulk of the wheat is in head, 
and maturing rapidly, 

Harvesting will commence in some 
of the early districts in the first week 

jin August, but cutting will not likely 
become yenera! until after August 
1th. The labor department estim-
